Sabres Penalty-Shot Tally: 
Blocked 6, Missed 6, Made 2 


By JIM PETERS 


A guy I know was telling me re- 
cently he hasn’t missed a Sabres’ 
home game since Seymour, Norty and 
the boys brought the club to Buf- 
falo. 


An enviable record, but the guy 
surprised me when, for some reason, 
the conversation turned to penalty 
shots and he told\me»he remembers 
seeing only twotried, here in Me- 
morial Auditorium. 


Well, maybe he goes out for a beer 
frequently. As of Marchy 23,. there 
have been eight penalty shots at- 
tempted in the Aud since the*Sabres 
joined the National Hockey League. 
Perhaps the guy lost count because 
we’ve never seen anyone score here 
off a penalty shot. 


The first ever involving the Sabres 
was attempted here by Paul Andrea 
Nov. 5, 1970. He failed against Dunc 
Wilson, then with Vancouver. 


We’ve also seen Pittsburgh’s Low- 
ell MacDonald go down the drain 
against Roger Crozier; John Gould, 
then a Sabre, come up empty against 
Montreal’s Michel Plasse; Washing- 
ton’s Tom Williams stopped by Gary 
Bromley and Detroit’s Pierre Jarry 
foiled by Crozier. 


Then the Sabres took over the 
shooting end. Don Luce tried twice 
the same year (1975), if not the same 
season, and lost decisions to Kansas 
City’s Denis Herron and Washing- 
ton’s Ron Low. And Rene Robert 
tried as recently as Feb. 22 here, only 
to make Montreal’s Ken Dryden 
breathe easier by having trouble with 
the puck. 


In all, the Sabres have attempted 
eighty penalty shots since entering 
the league, their opponents six. 


Only two of the 14 have been suc- 
cessful, both times on the road. Andre 
Boudrias scored against Roger Cro- 
zier March 9, 1973, in Vancouver’s 
Pacific Coliseum and Rick Martin 
bested Philadelphia’s Bernie Parent 
Jan. 31, 1974, in the Spectrum. 


It always had made Sabre fans 
wish that their man with the moves, 
Gil Perreault, might get a crack at a 
penalty shot. And Le Gros did, 18 


“ nights before Robert, in Los Angeles 


against the Kings’ Rogie Vachon. 

A first for Perreault, a fourth for 
for Vachon, who earlier in his nine- 
year NHL-career had stopped Min- 
nesota’s Jude Drouin, the New York 
Islanders’ Billy Harris and, a year 
ago, California’s Joey Johnston. 

Little Rogie was talking about 
them after he foiled Perreault. 

“There’s a lot of luck involved,” 
he said. “I just happened to guess 
right on all four and made the saves. 
If they have four more on me, may- 
be they'll score the next four. You 
never can tell.” 

Vachon says the primary asset of 
the. goaltender is his having confi- 
dence he can stop the shooter. 

“You'veygot to have that,” he said. 
“There’s a lot of pressure on both 
of you.-I-don’t know about anybody 
else, but I’get adittle nervous because 
everybody is/watching you and you 
have a lot of time_to think about 
what’s going to happen. 

“At the same time, yourreally have 
to concentrate on what you’te doing. 
On Perreault, I wanted to.make him 
make the first move. And I.didy I 
waited and waited, and then caught 
it with my blocker. 

“A guy like Perreault is very tough 
to figure out. I’ve faced him a lot of 
different times. Sometimes he shoots 
and other times he dekes.” 

Vachon figures it was a case of 
nerves that made Harris unsuccessful 
against him in 1972. 

“Billy was a rookie and, boy, was 
he nervous,” recalled Rogie. “Well, 
he tried to deke me and lost the puck. 
He got it back but, by then, it was 
too late. The referee had blown his 
whistle. 

“But I'll tell you, it’s a very per- 
sonal thing between the two of you. 
If you stop him, you have a great 
feeling of accomplishment. Stopping 
a penalty shot is a lot tougher than 
stopping a breakaway. There’s no- 
body back there on defense that can 
help you. It’s just you . . . period.” 

In 12 of 14 cases involving the 
Sabres, it has been enough. )

| Sabres Interview: John Andersen 


‘You Can Win Simply If You Have Desire’ 


By GEORGE ROBERTSON 


re 

4 f _ First Hans Christian Andersen 
wrote about Silver Skates. Then John 
Andersen brought them to Buffalo. 

John is the Sabres’ director of 
scouting, the man largely responsible 
for the constant remark that the Sa- 
bres are one of the best young teams 
in hockey. His scouting apparatus 
has resulted in consistently good 
drafts from the junior and college 
ranks in the Sabres’ five-year life. 

Surprisingly, Andersen, a native of 
Denmark, had no background in 
~~ hockey until he emigrated to Canada 
and joined Punch Imlach and _ the 
Toronto Maple Leafs. Except for 
one year in California with the Seals, 
John has been Punch’s right-hand 
man ever since. 

John works with a basic team of 
five “Scolits and many “bird dogs” 
who (keep» him advised on prospects. 
Until tecently he lived in Canada, 
but hasenow moyed to Grand Island, 
from where, shessays, he has easy 
access to many Jeagues to watch 
players who may some day be wear- 
ing Sabre uniforms. 

Q—John, how much time do you 
actually spend rating prospects, your- 
self? 

A—Quite a bit. I watch’ games,in 
the Quebec Junior League, the On- 
tario Major Junior A, the Western 
Canada, American colleges, the 
American League and the North 
) American League. I average about 
\, four games a week, not counting 
Sabre games, of course. 

Q—In scouting players, what’s the 
first thing you look for? 

A—Skating is No. 1. If a guy 
can’t skate, he can have all the talent 
in the world, but it won’t help him 
+ because he won't be able to get into 
: * the play. After that, you go into 
other details like his toughness, his 
| determination in going for the net and 
so on. 

Q—Do you think the NHL’s re- 
© cently introduced central scouting 
© system will help? What do you see 
: as its effects? 

A—lIn the first year, it’s too early 
to tell. If the clubs find that the 
central system’s rating of players com-

pares with each club’s own ratings, 
maybe the number of scouts will be 
cut back, fewer trips made, but that’s 
two years down the road, when the 
current crop of players develops and 
we can compare them with their 
ratings. 

Q—What’s the toughest asset to 
judge in a young player? 

A — What often disappoints me 
more than anything, what sours me on 
a player, is if he doesn’t have enough 
desire, doesn’t drive. In this league 
these days there are so many games 
you can win simply if you have desire. 

Q—What’s your opinion of the 
quality of the next draft, in June? 

A—It’s a bad year for talent, peri- 
od. After seeing nearly every team, 
there’s no way that any kid we'd draft 
could make the club, no one as good 
as McAdam or Breitenbach, even if 
we had a first-round pick, so we 
didn’t give up much when we traded. 


Q—In these days of economic wor- 
ries, is there more pressure not to 
make a mistake in drafting? 

A—No, the question still is basic: 
Is he a better player than so-and-so? 
The only difference is that fewer kids 
will be offered contracts. A lot more 
will depend on what he does in train- 
ing camp. But it’s right that with a 
first-round pick you'd better be sure 
he’s going to make it, because you've 
got to give him a contract and if 
you're wrong, it’s throwing away a lot 
ofemoney. It was a heck of a lot 
easier in 1970, when we had the first 
pick, to come up with No. 1, instead 
of No. IS./This year our first pick 
will be No. 35. 


Q—Do you foresee a continuing 
increase in the number of U. S. col- 
lege players making the NHL? 

A—No question about it. We're 
rating more of them. About 20 a 
year are given serious consideration. 
The caliber of college hockey is get- 
ting better, but it doesn’t matter 
where you play if you can play hock- 
ey. The Russians proved that. 


Q—Do you ever get tired of all the 
traveling? 

A—Yes, you get sick and tired of 
living out of a suitcase, but it sure 
beats working in a bank.
